Is It beasute tbeae "beat ottlxeos" of 
Bloomfield bare covered tbe town with 
a bonded Indebtedoeee which baa taxed 
small bolding up to tbs point of 2 4 per 
cent of tbe amount of Investment, and 
now want to throw them loto Newark 
with tbls blgb valuation, while the 
large holdings are carrying a valuation 
which has been paying probably lore 
than 1 to IK oar cent, of tbe loeaat- 
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whether it is stone curbing or pav¬ 
ing and sewering new streets, when 
the same work will be done more 
efficiently, more promptly by the 
town government, is certainly not 
local pride. It can be proved by 
the past history ot the town that 
the cost to the property-owners of 
any improvement, as compared 
with costs for corresponding work 
performed by the officials of New¬ 
ark, is much less, especially when 
soch work would be free from polit¬ 
ical red tape and graft. Pay taxes 
to Newark and we can whistle for 
any improvements, except at a tre¬ 
mendous cost. 

The tax rate of Newark has been 
increasing every year for the last 
decade, and there is every prospect 
ot its being a.50 for 1904, or 18 
points higher than for 1903, and 
with the same ratio of increase 
what will the rate be three years 
hence ? And with an exorbitant 
assessment for any improvements 
the outlook certainly is not encour¬ 
aging to property holders if annex¬ 
ation becomes a fact. 

That a well-known member of 
the annexation clique, indorsing 
tbe erection of a $50,000 town hall, 
entailing, as he said, an increase of 
«oc point in the tax rate, should, 
become frightened at the prospect 
«f paying $56,000 interest for s 
term of years on $90,000 4-per¬ 
cent. bonds, is also remarkable 
when the coat to the householder 
will not be any more, if as much 
as is now paid to the Orange Water 
Company and considering also 
that we can control the source of 
supply, >wHV an assured perfectly 
pure water. It has been stated by 
a citizen that in conference srith 
the Chief Engineer of Newark he 
eras toM that if the town was an¬ 
nexed The Pequannock water could 
he diverted from its source, as the 
contract called for the entire supply 
to be delivered to Newark with its 
300,000 papulation.
